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1. Sedum platyphyllum Fu, sp. nov. (Plate 8, fig. 1—6).

Squamae nectariferae lineari-spatnulatae, truncatae, 0.6 mm. longae. Carpella erecm, 
basi 1.0 mm. connata, 4 mm. longa, folliculi multi-ovulati. Semina ovoidea, breviter alata, 
papillosa, funiculata, circ. 0.15 mm. longa. 

Yunnan: A-tun-tze (Te-chin), 2700 m., under forest, herbs, greenish yellow flower, 
ES 1935. C. W. Wang 69840 (Type). 
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This new species seems closely related to S. Leblancae Hamet, but differs from the 
latter in the shape of leaves,.type of inflorescence, and floral structures. 
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2. Sedum techinense Fu, sp. nov. (Plate 7, fig. 7—13).

Folia linearia vel 
lanceolata, non calcarata, alterna, 1.5-2.6 cm, longa, 0.2-0.5 cm. lata. Inflorescentia late 
corymbosa; flores anisopentameri. Sepala non calcarata, lanceolata, apice obtusa, 
longitudine aequalia. 2-4 mm. longa. Petala calcarata, oblonga, apice acuta, 4-5 mm. 
longa. Stamina 5, omnia 4 mm. longa, antheris amplis, ad 1 mm. longis. Squamae 
nectariferae subquadratae vel latiores. 0.4 x 0.6 mm.. Carpella erecta, basi fere libera, 
circ, 4 mm. longa, folliculi multiovulati. Semina ovoidea, circ. 15-costata, breviter alata, ` 
funiculata, 0.5 mm. longa. 

Yunnan: A-tun-tze (Te-Chin), 2700 m., on'rock surface, herbs, red flower, Sept. 
1935, C. W. Wang 70378 (Type). 

A remarkably distinct species characterized by the ribbed seeds, and the shape of 
scale. The color of the flower is recorded by the collector as red, but in dry state it is 
apparently yellow. 
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3. Sedum Wangii Fu, sp. nov. (Plate 8, fig. 14—20). 

Fröd., 
subgroup Tenurfolia Fröd.) 

Folia linearia 
vel lanceolato-ovata, calcarata, 2-5 mm. longa, 0.7-1.5 mm. lata. Inflorescentia corymbosa, 
„pauciflora, rare uniflora; pedicelli 05-1 cm. longi; flores anisopentameri. Sepala non 
calcarata, fere oblonga, apice acuta, circ. 3 mm. longa. Petala circ. 1.5 mm. connata, 
subunguiculata, apice obtusa vel subacuta, 5.4 mm. longa, 1.3 mm. lata. Stamina 10, 
epipeta 1.5 mm. supra basin inserta, circ. 1.2 mm. longa. Squamae nectariferae lineari- 
filiformes, apice obtusae, 1. mm. longae. Carpella erecta, basi 1 mm. connata, 4 mm. 
longa, folliculi multiovulati. Semina oblongo-ovoidea, mamillata, 0.4 mm. longa. 

Yunnan: A-tun-tze, Bai-mar-shan, 3000 m., mountain slope, yellow flower, Sept. 
1935, C. W. Wang 69549 (Type). 

This new species is named in honour to the collector Mr. C, W. Wang. 

It is apparently closely allied to E. Raymandi Fröd., from which it differs in its 
larger petals, shorter stamens, and shape of carpels.
